CAMURIDGK, Mass., Dec. 18.—As­ 
sistant Professor G. W. Pierce of the 
department of physics at Harvard has j 
devised a new wireless telephone in­ 
strum ent which may eventually revo­ 
lutionize the methods of long distance 
communication. 
The new instrument 
has already received hearty indorse­ 
ment at the hands of John Hays Ham­ 
mond, the well known inventive gen- i 
ius. 
Sunday Mr. Pierce was the guest of 
Mr. Hammond at Gloucester labora-1 
tory at Fresh Water Cove, where a 
series of experiments were conducted 
with the new apparatus. 
Tile wireless power was concentrat­ 
ed about 350 feet above sea level. By 
means of the new 
instrument 
Pro- 
lessor Pierce got into communication 
with t!te Harvard Wireless Club, thir-j 
ty-five miles away, and talked with 
several of the club members for a 
space covering fifteen minutes

1 mond also talked through the air to 
the students. 
The instrument is compactly put to­ 
gether and was brought to Gloucester 
in a small bag.
